Refugees Claim Credit 


Dominican refugee groups were 
quick to claim credit for the as­ 
sassination and to rejoice at the 
news of Trujillo’s death—some of 
them in statements that had a 
pro-Castro ring.

The flames were not completely 
out until 2 a.m. today. Firemen of 
Perkasie, Sellersville, Souderton. 
Silverdale, and Dublin answered 
the alarm. 
The building is owned by J. 
Lawrence Grim, Perkasie attor­ 
ney. It previously served as a 
cigar factory, a towel factory and 
a weaving mill. In 1932 a jilted 
lover trapped his sweetheart be­ 
tween looms, shot her to death 
and killed himself. 
It was the first big fire in 
Perkasie since a movie theatre 
burned there in 1950.
